They were 
required to make brick for their mas- 
ter*, and m time, to further oppress 
them, they were made to gather and 
furnish ths strew that was placed in 
the clay and »and that formed the 
briuk. When the elav* relation and 
work became odious they removed in 
a body to enter the land their fathers 
bad wandered from. When they came 
to the borders of the land several ol 
them went to vie?? the country. They 
returned 
with 
bunches of grapes 


very maoh depreeisd in spirit, saying 
there were cUnti in the laud. They 
returned to the wilderneii and there 
remtlned forty years, and till all those 
wtre dead «io»pt a few persons who 
first look«d upon the border* of tb 
land they Intended to occupy. It is 
popularly bsllernd that cheie people 
were lost la the wllderneii, which is 
not true in ths popular sease, but it is 
true that they wsr« lost to all the prin 
oiples that er« present in Indopenclen 
uit'u, knd were not in a position be 
cause of the bondijs they and their 
ancestors h»d b«sn under to enter the 
laud. Tbtlr »pirlti, because of slavery 
were broken, tad individuality had 
foisuken them »nd they were witbou 
physical or moral courage. At the end 
ef forty yeari, when those who had 
been »nd«r • slave driver were dead 
their ions who h«d been brought up in 
fr«»dom »ad who knew no master in 
toe liberty of the wilderness came to 
the borders of the land and entered it 
wlthoat fear. Imaginary giants did 
not pat In fe»r men who knew liberty 
because there had been restored to 
them in the freedom of the wlldernass 
the maahood their ancestors and im 
mediate fathers had 
loot while in 


boudrtgs. Tbe sons of slave fathers 
were,'be«auae of freedom, possessed o 
individuality svhich H ever presen 
'AL'U luJepei'dcnt uad brave men. In 
tba=e men were present arms of atee 
and bemts of onk taken from the air 
of liberty aiid. consciouh mi^ht hac 
become iha poseeasion of each, anc 
they conquered and possessed them 
selves of tbe land of their fathers 
Thtre is not in the history of man a 
more clear or Lefter defined effect o 
slave conditions on tua race than is 
found m these aL-cient people, and fur 
therrnore there are no better examples 
tnrnished to man of real bravery ant 
independence than is given by that 
people when under opposite condition 
to slavery.
